KANSAS CITY, Mo. (IPt— Robert

Greenlease said today he re­ 
jected a scheme to get back part 
of the missing half of the record 
IWO,OOO ransom paid to the kid- 
nap-slavers of his son because “ the 
plan wasn’t very logical.” 
Greenlease said 
he had been 
contacted by L. P. Harriss, former 
Du Quoin, 111 , city judge, and a 
private detective who offered in­ 
formation on the missing money 
which they said was obtained from 
a tipster. 
Harriss said Greenlease turned 
down the offer because “ he had 
already got most of his money 
back.” 
However, Greenlease re­ 
iterated that “ a little under one- 
half of the money” was found. 
Greenlease, father of slain 6- 
year-old Bobby Greenlease, said 
“ We weren't interested in the way 
they wanted to do it.” 
“ My attorneys handled it,” he 
said. 
The millionaire automobile deal­ 
er said the plan involved the use 
of one of his Cadillac cars equip­ 
ped with a recording 
machine. 
Sandra O’Day, who spent a night 
with the slayer shortly before his 
arrest, was to be taken for a ride 
in the automobile and asked what 
abe knew about the missing mon­ 
ey. 


Statem ent Denied 


Greenlease said those who pro­ 
posed the scheme “ would expect | 
some reward.” 
The O’Day woman was quoted 
in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch as 
telling associates she knew where 
the missing money could be found. I 
The paper also reported that Har- ! 
riss’ tipster was Miss O’Day’a for- j 
m er husband, ex convict Thomas ; 
Lloyd Hammond, Du Quoin. How- j 
ever, Hammond denied he was the 
informant. 
Greenlease paid $600,000 in ran- j 
lorn to Carl Austin Hall and Bon- j 
nie Brown Heady after they had 
kidnaped and m urdered the little 
Greenlease boy in 1953, 
Hall was 
arrested in- St. Louis after spend­ 
ing a night in a motel with Miss 
O’Day. 


Authorities recovered only $300.- 
000 of the ransom money, although 
Hall claimed he had most of the 
money with him at the time. The 
two St. Louis policemen who ar 
rested Hall later were jailed in 
connection wtih the missing ran­ 
som money. 


Harriss said the informant came 
to his office after the kidnaping 
and said he knew where the miss­ 
ing money was. 
The two gave 
their information to the FBI, H ar­ 
riss said, and later he was con­ 
tacted by a Kansas City private 
detective who suggested he tell his 
story to Greenlease. 
Harriss said 
the detective apparently was em ­ 
ployed by Greenlease. 
“ I went to see Mr. Greenlease 
along with 
Henry 
Goodman, a 
Belleville, 
111., 
private detective 
who has since died,” the ex-judge 
said. 
“ We offered to put him in 
touch with this man who knew 
about the money. 
But Mr. Green­ 
lease said he didn't think he was 
interested.”

So this old log house you .see in 
the above photo, out where the 
deer but not the antelope play, is 
headed for extinction. 
This old house is 125 years old, 
on Route 34 a mile and a quarter 
past Herod and removal of wea-

i ture. 
J. E. Partain, who lived in this 
old house from 1906 until a week

Deeded to Son For Birthday 
Back in 1906 his father, W. R.
